And there would be 
the same instant recognition in all other 
sections of the Empire of the prices of 
Canadian products quoted in the universal 
coinage. 

It cannot be claimed for the proposal 
that it would banish the depression, re- 
Store prosperity and make everybody 
happy.

Many cases of 
valvular Jeakage of the heart 
are due to poisons which 
were circulating in the system 
Guring youth. A child with 
rickets may grow up with some deformity of the bores, 
such as bow-legt, or pigeon breast. The child with 
frequent ear aches is the ome most likely to be the 
victim of catarrhal deafness at middle age. 

I am sure that many of my readers who are row 
sick will agree with me that if we could prevent the 
first breaks in health during childhood, we could aro 
Prevent many of the big breakdowns later on which ere 
the ones which do the most lasting damoge. 

Tt is much easier to get a child well than to cure 
an adult. Children respond quickly to the right treat- 
ment and improve rapidly under the right care. For 
one thing, the disorders of childhood are just begin- 
ning, they are yet in the first stages and hove rot 
advanced to the ohronic or aggravated stage seen tn 
adults. For another thing, children are still plastic and 
flexible and grow easily in the right direction.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERRS 
Salisbury Steak 

Question: Mrs. T. G. writes: “I notice that a rum- 
ber of your menus call for Salisbury stesk. Just what 
is the common name for this and how is it prepared?” 

Answer: Any butcher should be able to prepare 
Salisbury steak meat for you.. Select 2 good picee of 
round steak. Have retaoved all of the fat and gristle 
and grind the red, Iran part. This appears somewhct 
similar to hamburger steak, but is more palatable and 
more easily digested and has an entirely different 
flavor. There is usually about a quarter of a pound of 
waste to each half pound of lean meat, so that it is 
advisable to purchase three-quarters of a pound of meat 
for each person to be served. To cook the meat it 
should be pressed into a flat ungreased pan similar to 
2 cake tin, to a depth of about one inch and placed 
in a hot oven, after which the fire should be turned 
down and the meat cooked for about five minutes. 


Keeping Mentally Fit

WHAT CAUSES STUTTERING? 


I had recently written a comment on a case of 

Stultering when I received a stuttering request over the 
telephone for a book on stuttering. I can refer all 
such inquirers to an admirable chapter of twenty-three 
pages in Hollingsworth’s “Abnormal Psychology.” 
The older view of stuttering regarded it as a speech 
They looked to the tongue and to 
the mode of breathing. So amcng 
the fifty devices which have been 
advocated, most have to do with 
training the speech apparatus and 
breath control. They tell you to 
speak in @ monotone or to whisper 
or to grunt or to whistle or to keep 
the tip of the tongue near the palate

VANCOUVER. B.C., April 20—“I be- 
lieve that we pick our historical herces 
too far afiled and that Canadian boys 
and girls know too little of the ro- 
mance, the great pioneer days of Can- 
adian history,” said Right Rev. L

He attended school at Sain 
John, N.B., and after a few year 
teaching attended the Univers 
New Brunswick and graduated 
year of confederation, 1867.

QUESNEL, B.C, April 20—Two 
men are dead in the wilderness be- 
yond here as the result of a fight 
over a 10 by 12-foot cabin. They 
fought it out until one was killed, 
and then the other, police believe 
committed suicide, The body of 
Mike Kopok, prospector, was found 
Saturday morning near the cabin 
on the road to the site of old Ant. 
ler Town, 10 miles from Barkerville, 
east of here, and a party headed by 


a police constable went in to find 
his partner, Witold Nowokawsky, 
suspected as the slayer, 


The party found Nowokowsky in 
the cabin, dead, and are now tnelined 
to the opinion that he was slain by

Kopok, before leaving Barkerville 
Friday morning, informed Nowokow- 
ky's wife, from whom the husband 
had been estranged for a number of 
years, that he was going out to Glass 
Creek to take possession of the cabin 


‘One man will likely be dead and 
the other in jail before this thing Is 
| settled,” he ts said to have told her 
The police believe that after Nowo 
kowsky was dead, Kopok chose death 
himself rather than jail 

Constable H. Vickers and his party 
found the body of Nowokowsky wit! 
a bullet wound in the nec whict 
was broken. There was evidence of 
a battle within the cabin Tt is not 
clear whether Kopok was fatally shot 
in the struggle or whether he suicid- 
ed. but the constable incline to the
